Specifically^ this docuuent prpvides imfornatiou relative 
to: (1) general agriculture (winter agricultural/ classes ; winter lEanm 
schools; scholarships at State a^A private agricultural colleges; the 
farm apprenticeship schemey>^ (2) poul tDy-keepii^, dairying, and 
domestic economy (day classes; scholarships atlprivate schools of 
rural domestic economy; private State-a"±ded schools fcr ydung women; 
Munster Institute at Cork) ; (3) horticulture and bee-keeping (day 
classps and courses of training) ; (4) creamery management, 
butter-making^ cheese-making^ and poultry (course for diploma in ^ 
dairy science; training of creamery butter -makers and cheese-makers;

General Outline 

Farming to-day calls for tujsiness 
and technical ability of a high 
order. Future farmers must under- 
stand the application of science to 
husbandry and the importance of* 
keeping records and accounts. 
There is much to be learned also 
atiout the management of the farm 
home. All whC^ enter farming 
should, therefore, avail of the voca- 
tional training required. 

Agnrlcultural education for which 
the Department is responsible is 
intended for training young m,en to 
be intelligent and efficient farmers- 
and training ycqng women i-n 
branches of farm life such as rural 
dom^tic economy, pouUry-keeping 
and dai/'ying.

tion with Vocational Education

The Department also affords 
facilities for specialisedJ:raining in 
various branches of Agriculture, 
horticulture and dairy science (in- 
cluding creamery practice).

Winter Farm Schools 

A* Wider coufse of instruction' is 
provided by means of Winter Farm 
Schools; Committees of Agricul- 
ture and Vocational Education 
Committees co-operate in conduct- 
ing tTiese schools. They are in- 
tended in general, for those be* 
tween 17 and 30^ years of age who 
are 'engaged in farming. The 
course consists of about 200 hours 
of insti-uction normally spread over 
two successive winter sessions, 
(November-February). The syllabus 
comprises the following M^in 
groups of subjects: — Crop 'hus- 
bandry, Animal Husbandry. Farm 



Buildings, f-arm Machinery " and 
Equipment, Horticulture,, Forestry,
